HELPLESS PRESENTED

One bill provides a penalty for 


leaving 
children 
or 
an

adult person in a building without 
first providing attendants capable 
Of aiding them in case of fire. 


This bill was prompted by the 


recent burning to death of two lit- 
tle children at Cincinnati who had 
been locked hi their home by their 
parents when they went away for 
tho evening. The house took fire 
and the tots were unable to es- 
cape. The bill has the backing of 
State Firemarsbal 
Henry 
Dyke- 


nian of this city, and is not 
ex- 


pected to meet with any opposition. 


The second bill confers 
upon 


the courts jurisdiction to hear, in- 
terpret, construct and enforce all 
laws giving powers to the 
state 


public utilities commission relat- 
ing to public service franchises to 
the end that petitions as to the 
fairness or unfairness of any rate 
of compensation or other matters 
are filed by the municipality 
or 


other political unit or by taxpay- 
ers. 


This bill fulfills one of Senator 


Burke's pledges made during his 
campaign, and teuds to curb the 
arbitrary po^ei now exercised by 
the utilities commission, in allow- 
ing public utilities 
to abandon 


their franchises or contiacts with 
municipalities that still have a 
term of years to run. The recent 
experience of this city in the gas 
and electric franchises was a fac- 
tor in having the bill introduced.

The packing house unions have appealed and the 


railroad brotherhoods hare announced that they will ap- 
peal to the government to prevent reduction^ of wages in 
the industries with which they are connected. 


This, we suppose, is the natural development of the 


policy of governmental mediation in labor disputes. This 
policy was ^established originally with only one intention 
in mind—to prevent strikes or, that not always possible, 
to settle them quickly. The question of striking enters 
Into the packing and the railroad cases only remotely. 
At least the government is not asked to deal with any-; 
thing of that character. What actually it is asked to do 
is to fix a system of wages. 


It would be interesting- to speculate upon the pos- 


sible progress of governmental duties in affairs of this 
kind. If the people at "Washington are to lay down, the 
scheme of wages in the big industries they must shortly ' 
undertake to do the same thing for the subsidiary indus- \ 
tries. Suppose, for example, they say what a man shall 
be paid hi a steel mill. Then they should name the wage ' 
of the ore-digger, the ore-handJer. the steam stoker aiidj 
deckhand. From fixing wages it is just a step to fixing 
prices for products. That might cause trouble and con-1 
fusion. To rectify this, it might be expedient for the1 
government to take over direct control of manufacture 
and marketing. It would then be nothing to go a little 
farther and assume the complete ownership of industry, 
the ownership of the means of distribution. 
Leap by i 


leap, the government responsibility is increased. At the 
game time, private enterprise diminishes. The dream of 
socialism is realized. 
' 


It may be doubted if this process, should it follow 


its logical course, will be altogether satisfactory to labor 
—though just now a great many wage-earners are in- 
clined to think it would be. The state has always to 
think of itself before it thinks of individuals. War is the 
best illustration. It is possible to conceive of a number 
_of situations which might an-ise in which the c;overn- 
ment, if the master of industry, would find itself com- 
pelled to take over the mastery of workers. Xicholai 
.Lenine had to do it. It was that or suffering crovc-rn- 
mental collapse. Choosing his course, Lemne decided 
for the state which, in the instance, meant enforced la- 
bor by the workers.
